REGULATIONS FOB THE USE OF DECKER GYM AND THE BECHEATION CKNTEH 



A. The use of Decker Gy» and the Recreation Center is restricted to 
Mansfield Univesity students , faculty, and staff and authorized 
guests. 

B. (tely full— tijae students, faculty and staff say bring a guest and sust 
accoapany their guest. 

C. Children of faculty and staff Bust be acc<aq>anied by their par^t if 
under 15. 

D. Any facilty user may be asked to produce identification verifying 
that they are a student, staff or faculty aeaber. 

E. All ^propriate Univerity regulations governing hours of operation 
and use apply as well. 

RACQUETB ALL/HANDBALL COURTS (Located in Bee Coiter) 

A. Equipaent (racquets, gloves, balls) are available for sign out at 
the equipaent cage in the lobby of Decker Gya, and the caapus 
Police Departarat Office. 

B. During "open gya" hours, the courts aay be set by obtaining 
the idieelbar and racquets/balls froa the Police Departaent Office. 

BBCREATICTIAL (OPEN) SWIUMING 

A. Eligibility 

The use of Decker Pool for recreaticmal swisaing is liaited to 
Mansfield University studCTts, faculty, non— instructional 
personnel and their faailies/selected guests. 

B. Hours 

1. Recreation (open) swia hours will be posted <m the glass doors 
to the pool and bulletin boards. 

2. %>urs will vary and be scheduled around varsity sports and 
intraaural schedules. 

3. During innei~tube water polo/water basketball, recreation 
swia will be restricted to shallow end of the pool. 

C. Pool Regulations 

1. You aust present a valid Mansfield University I.D. Card to 
the lifeguards to enter the pool. 

2. ONLY Mansfield University students, faculty, staff and 
their guests. 

3. Student, faculty or staff children under 12 years of age 
MUST be accoapanied by a parent IN bathing suit at pool side. 

4. Everyone aust take a shower before entering the pool. 

5. Swiaiing widths is allowed between 25 and 45 foot Barkers. 

6. One person on a diving board at a tiae. 

7. The fulcrua on the hi^ board aust be k^t in forward position. 

8. The following are PROHIBITED: 

a. diving or racing starts in the shallow end 

b. sitting/standing on the safety rope across the shallow end 
'' c. gUB or tobacco chewing 

d. wearing gya shorts or cut-offs. 

e. running or pushing in the pool area. 

f. SBoking, drinking or eating in the pool area or balcony 

g. wearing of hair-pins or band-aids

h. towel snapping 

i. use of inflatable toys, balls, etc. 

j. use of swia fins, face nask or snorklel 

k. wearing street shoes or clothes in the pool area 

l. floating or swinning under diving boards 

■. hanging froa the diving boards 

n. seat drops or, hand stands off either diving board

B. All injuries should be reported to the game officials/ 
tournament managers before leaving the field/court of play. 

C. No attest to move an injured player should be made by anyone 
if the person app>ears to be suffering from a serious injury to 
the head, neck, back or limbs. 

D. If an injury appears to be of a serious nature, the game 
official or supervisor on duty will arrange for transportation. 

E. The Director of Intramural Recreation should be informed of 
ALL injuries as soon as possible. 

F. All injuries should be reported to the health center as soon 
as possible to insure being covered by your insurance policy.

B. Officiating 

1. Officiating Intranural Recreation activities is a 
responsibility and a privilege. Students aay earn needed

school/college athletics. 

2. It is the desire of the Director to secure the best qualified 
stud^t officials for the progrEta 

3. Students (aale and feaale) desiring to officiate the follow- 
ing activities should inquire at the IntraBsural Office early 
in the school year: 

- softball 

- flag football 

- volleyball 

- innertid>e water polo 

- soccer 

- basketball 

4. Prospective student officials aay obt ain copies of Intraaural 
Recreation toumaaent rules prior to the clinic/training 
sessions. 

5. Pre-toumaaent clinic/training sessions will be conducted and 
prospective officials are required to attend. 

6. Whistles and officials shirts are provided for student 
officials when appropriate. 

C. Lifeguards 

1. Student guards are utilized during evening and weekend hours 
for recreational swia hours. 

2. Individuals desiring eaployaent aust have a valid W.S.I. or 
Senior Life saving Card and should inquire at the Intraaural 
Recreation Office.

UmtAMORAL BEGULATIMCS AND POLICIES 



I. ELIGIBILITY 



A. StudCTits 

All currently enrolled students at Mansfield University tdio have 
paid the student activity fee for that seaester are eligible to 
participate in all Intrcsniral Recreation activities assuning all 
other eligibility requireaents have been fulfilled. 



B. Faculty/Staff and Spouses 

All current Mansfield Ihiiversity faculty/staff and the spouses of 
current faculty/staff and students are eligible to participate in 
all Intrasural Recreation Activities assuning all other 
eligibility requireaents have been fulfilled. 



C. Varsity and Freshaen Athletes 



1. Varsity, junior varsity and fresham athletes who are listed 
<m the current teaa roster by the head coach in the following 
sports are not eligible to participate in these related 
intraaural recreation activities during that acadeaic year.

2. Athletes who are dropped froa, or who quit the squad after 
the first gaae/contest/aatch of the season for acatteaic or 
other reasons are ineligible to participate in the related 
intraaural recreation activity for the reaainder of that 
acadeaic year. 



D. Ex-athletes 

Student-athletes »dio have coapleted their four (4) years of 
eligibility in a sport are eligible to participate in that 
Intraaural (or related) activity in vdiich they lettered. 



B. Recruited Studait-Athletes 

A student-athlete recruited for a specific sport, idio is 
ineligible to coiQ>ete for acadeaic reasons and who continues to 
practice with the varsity or junior varsity (freshmen) team after 
the first gaae/match of the season is ineligible to participate 
in that intraaural or related activity during that academic year. 



F. Prof ess ional ism 

An individual who would be barred from intercollegiate athletics 
because of professionalism shall be ineligible to participate in 
those related intramural recreation activities in tdiich amateur 
status has been broken. 
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One Teaa 



1. An individual may represent only one teaa in any intramural 
activity. If an individual’s name is found on two teaa 
rosters, he/she will be considered a wesiier of the teas for 
fdiich he/she first participated. 

2. After once playing for a team, an individual aay not transfer 
to another teaw for the remainder of the tournament/ league. 

H. Play-off Eligibility 

In order to participate in the play-offs, an individual must have 
participated in at least one-third (33X) of the regular league 
games. 

I. Ihisportspersonlike Conduct 

1. Any individual tdio is removed from the game by the official 
in charge, the game supervisor or the director, shall be 
ineligible to participate in his/her team’s games on the next 
two dates of play. The individual under no circumstances may 
participate on those two dates. If the individual 
participates in so much as one (1) play, all play shall stop 
and the game shall be declared forfeit to the o^osing team. 

2. Any individual tdio is removed from a game on a second 
occasion during an academic year (Septeai>er-May) shall be 
ineligible to participate in ALL IimUMURAL RECRBATKW 
leagues/toumanents for twelve (12) months from the date of 
the second removal. 

3. Any individual «dio pushes/strikes an official shall be 
ineligible to participate in ALL INTBAMJRAL BBCBEATION 
leagues/toumanents for twelve (12) months frcm the date of 
the incident. 

J. Eligibility Checks 

1. The Intramural Recreation Department does not assume the 
responsibility for checking the eligibility of all 
participants . 

2. All cases of ineligibility brought to the attention of the 
Director will be dealt with according to the previous rules 
of eligibility. 

II. CAPTAIN’S RESPONSIBILITIES 

A. To be aware of the entry deadlines and submit ^propriate and 
ccnpleted entry form and fee as early as possible. 

B. To obtain tournament rules and review th^n with teaa members, 
prior to first game. 

C. To attend announced captain’s meetings, or send a team 
represen tat i ve . 
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D. To {^point a co-c^tain to act as a spokesperson in the absence 
of captain. 

E. To keep his/her address and telephone nunber up to date in the 
Intramiral Recreation Office. 

F. To report all roster changes/additi<ais to the Intraaural 
Recreation Office before the start of the toumaaent. 

6. To be faailiar with all eligibility rules and see that his/her 
teas adheres to thea. 

H. To infons all teas aeabers of the proper place and tiae of all 
gaaes/contests . 

I. To be sure your teaa does not forfeit. 

J. To asseable teaa at official’s request ivediately prior to the 
start of the gaae/contest to dieck the teaa roster. 

K. To assist the officials in distributing and collecting gaae 
Jerseys/equipaent . 

L. To provide a "spotter” to assist the gaae scorekeeper when 
appropriate. 

N. To arrange tfith the director for new dates of any postponed 
gaaes/contests . 

N. To be the sole spokesperscHi for the teaa in conferring with the 
officials. 

O. To control the conduct of teaa aeabers and spectators directly 
related to his/her teaa. The conchict of spectators before and 
after the gaae is as i^x>rtant as their conduct during the gaae. 
Teaa c^tains will be held resp<Misible for individual and group 
<xHiduct at these tiaes.as well as during the gaae/contest. 

P. To Bake sure that he/she understands co^letely the playing rules 
for the activity and the Intraaural Recreatim rules and 
regulations as outlined in this handbo<dc BBFCffiE CGMPLAININ6! 

Q. TO BE A LEADER that players and officials can respect. 

III. CAPTAIN’S MEETINGS 

A. C^tain’s aeetings tfill be scheduled for teas activities. 

B. Teas captains (or their appointed representative) are required to 
attend this announced aeeting. 

C. Teaas failing to be represented at this aeeting shall be given 
last consideration in the drawing up of schedules. 

D. A teaa aay be eliainated froa a league in vdiidh there are a 
limited nuaber entries if it is not represented at the ceq>tain’s 
aeeting and there are a surplus of teaas that are represrated at 
the aeeting seeking entry into the league. 



IV. ENTRY DEADLINES 

A. Entry deadlines shall be posted around caapiis and on the 
Intraaural Recreation bulletin boards. 

B. Entries shall not be accepted after the announced deadlines 
except in instances when the entry will fit into an already drawn 
iq> schedule and then only before the league/toumaaent has begun. 
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V. BMTHY BOSTBBS 



A. All entries, individual and teaa, MUST be on official Intrasural 
Recration entry rosters, idiich are available at the Intramral 
Office (G-12) in Decker Gy«. 

B. Entry Rosters should be accurate and legible as it is soaetiaes 
necessary to contact the individuals/ teaa regarding the 
rescheduling of gaaes/ccwtests. 

C. Be sure you have the correct entry roster for each Intraaural 
Recreation Activity. 

D. Entry rosters for an activity shall be registered in the 
Intreaural Recreation Office with at least the ainiaia nuaber of 
players and no acre than the aaxiaua nuaber allowed for the 
activity before the announced deadline. 

E. All teaa entries are a first ^tered first served basis. 

F. Coapleted entry rosters shall be considered as the teaa roster 
once the toumaaent has started. 

G. Roster changes and/or additions to the aaxinua nuaber of players 
allowed for that activity nay be aade vqp until the first 
scheduled gaae/contest. 

H. The Director reserves the ri^t to coutor all tesM naaes. 

I. There is a five dollar ($5) entry fee per teaa for all 
activities. Teaas are not considered entered until the fee has 
been paid. 

VI. LIMITED ENTRIES 

A. There will be a liait as to the nuaber of teaas accepted in soae 
activities due to equipaent, budget, tiae and facilities that are 
necessary and available to conduct toumaaents in these 
activities. 

VII. POSTPONEMENTS 

A. A scheduled gaae/contest aay be postponed only by the Director, 
or e^pointed representative (official, game siq>ervisor) . 

B. Heather, a college function, or an unanticipated use of scheduled 
facilities will be considered a cause for postponeaent . SOCIAL 
FUNCTIOWS HILL NOT BE CONSIDERED AS CAUSE. 

C. No postponeaents will be aade because of abs^ce of teaa aeabers. 

D. If two (2) tease/ iiKlividuals postpone a gaae/ccmtest without the 
sanction of the Director, both teaas/ individuals shall be 
charged with a forfeit. 

E. The Director will not postpone gaaes/contests before 3:00 p.a. 

F. In case of incleaent weather, tew captains should call (662- 
4441) or stop by the Intraaural Recreation Office in Decker 
Gyanasiua after 3:00 p.a. 

G. Gaae officials/supervisors aay aake last ainute postponeaents on 
the field/court due to a sudden change in weather. 

H. Dates for rescheduled games/contest will be posted on the 
Intramral Recreation bulletin boards. It shall be the 
responsibility of the teaa captain/individual to check following 
the postponeaent, of these dates. 

I. Postponed gaaes/contests, if they are rescheduled, aust be played 
before the start of any play-offs for that activity. 
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VIII. FORFEITS 



A. Forfeited gaMes/ccHitests will not be reschethiled. 

B. A tean/individual who forfeits a gawe/contest shall be charged 
with a loss. 

C. A teas that forfeits gases on two (2) plasring dates say be 
autoaatically elisinated froa the toumaaent and shall lose its 
entry fee. Each of the reaaining <^^nents will be notified and 
given a victory for the scheduled gaae/contest. 

D. A teas allowing an ineligible individual to participate shall 
forfeit all gaae/contests in which the ineligible individual 
participated. 

E. If a teaa/ individual does not appear ready to participate on the 
proper field/court within the allowable tiae as stated in the 
rules for that activity, the officials/supervisor in charge of 
the gaae/contest shall declare the gene/contest forfeited to the 
tean/individual ready to participate. 

F. If two (2) teaas/ individuals scheduled to play each other fail to 
show up within the allowable tiae as stated in the rules for that 
activity, the official/supervisor in charge shall declare a 
double forfeit. 

6. A teaa aust field at least the ainiaua nusber of players as 

stated in activity within the allow^le tiae or shall forfeit the 
gaae/cfmtest . 

H. A teaa/ individual leaving the field/court of play before the 
gaae/contest is cai 4 >leted or called by the official/supervisor in 
dtarge, shall forfeit the gaae/contest. 

I. When obtaining a win by forfeit, the winning teaa/ individual aust 
have/be present within the allowable tiae, at least the ainiaua 
nuaber of players as stated in the rules for that activity. 

J. A teaa allowing an ineligible individual to participate during a 
play-off gaae/contest shall autoaatically forfeit the 
gaae/contest, and be eliainated froa the reaainder of the playoffs. 

K. The Director, gaae officials, or supervisor iaaediately 
responsible for a gaae/contest aay call off a gaae/contest before 
its conclusion if in their judgeaent, continued participation aay 
be injurious to the participants, officials, or spectators, and 
charge both teaas with a forfeit. 



IX. PROTESTS 

A. Protests concerning the question of Judgment calls by officials 
shall not be considered. 

B. Protesting captains aust infora the gaae officials in a COURTEOUS 
MANNER iaaediately following the incident in question of his/her 
intent to file a protest. 

C. The officials in charge are to notify both team that the gaae is 
being played under protest. 

D. Do not wait until gaae/contest is coapleted to register a protest 
with the officials and captain of the opposing teaa. 

E. A protest aust be filed in writing at the Intraaural Recreation 
Office by twelve noon the day following the gaae/contest. 

F. A written protest should contain all background inforaation 
necessary for aaking a decision, Fraudulent, inaccurate, or 
incoaplete inforaation tends to discredit the protest.

6. A protest on a rule interpretation nust state the specific rule 
applicable to the protest. 

H. Both tean captains and the game officials shall be peraitted to 
present inforaation as regards to a protested situation. 

I. It shall be the responsibility of the Director, or an ^pointed 
representative to review all protests and decide tdiether the 
grounds for protest are sufficient enough to ««arrant 
consideration by a protest board. 

J. Protests that are honored may result in the playing of a coaplete 
new gane. 

X. UHSPORTSraRS(»ILIKK <X)NDDCT 

A. The following are unquestion^ly c<Nisidered unsportspersonlike 
ccmduct and sid>j€ict the offenders to resK>val frost the 

gas»/contest without warning by the officials in ctorge: 

1. Fij^ting with players or spectators 

2. Striking an official 

3. Unnecessary rou^uiess 

4. Profanity 

5. Being intoxicated 

6. Being under the obvious influence of illegal drugs 

7. Continued disregard for the official’s decisions/directions 

8. Unnecessary abuse of equipaent/facilities 

B. Continued unnecessary roughness by a tean(s) will result in the 
forfeiture of the gaae/contest by that tean(s). 

C. Any individual tdto is reaoved froa a gaae by the official in 
cdiarge, the gaae siqtervisor or the Director shall be ineligible 
to participate in his/her teaa’s gaaes on the next two (2) dates 
of play. 

D. Any individual tdio is reaoved froa a gaae on a sec<»d occasion 
during an acadeaic year (Septeaber-Nay) , shall be ineligible to 
participate in ALL IHTRAMDRAL BBCBKATKMI LBASOBS/TODHIUNBIITS for 
twelve (12) aonths fr<» the date of the violation. 

XI. ALCOHOL AMD DRUGS 

A. Any individual whose physical condition, in the Judgeaent of the 
Director, intraaural recreaticm supervisors, the gase/cxHitest 
officials or aanagers, is such that participation nay be 
injurious to theaselves or other participants, because of excessive 
inbibing of alccdtolic beverages, or tdio obviously is under the 
influence of s<d>stances (drugs) c<Hisidered illegal, nay be barred 
froa entering, or sid>ject to reaoval froa the gaae/contest, and not 
allowed to participate again that day. 

B. An individual who is barred or reaoved frca a gaae/contest on two 
(2) different occasions during an acadeaic year for the above 
reasons, shall be declared ineligible for further participation in 
Intraaural Recreation activities for the renainder of that acadeaic year. 
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XII. THEFT/DAMAGE OF EQUIPMBNT/FACILITIBS 



Any individual (s) found ^ilty of stealing Intramiral Recreati<» equipaent, or 
of willfully daaaging/cfestroying equipaent or fiK:ilities, or of gross 
aisconduct while in/on the fcK:ilities, shall be barred froa Intraaural 
Recreation and open recreation (gya) indefinitely. The individual(s) will 
further be brou^t to the attention of the Vice President of Student Services. 



XII. LEAGUE TIES 

A. Two way ties: 

If two (2) teaas in a league finish with an identical won and loss 
record, the teaa that won the gaae/contest between the two teaas 
during regular league play, shall earn the position for whi<^ there 
is a tie. 

The other teaas shall be placed in the following position in the 
standings. 

B. Three way ties: 

1. The teas having %#on the gaae/contest froa both the other teaas 
during regular league play shall earn the position for that league, 
or, 

2. If KKHie of the three (3) teaas have defeated the other tiN> (2) 
teaas during the regular league play, a single eliainati<Hi play-off 
will be held with tl» teaa drawing the bye playing the winner of a 
gaae/contest between the other two (2) teaas. 

XIV. AWARDS 

A. All aeabers of chaapionship teaas who have coapeted in at least 25% 
of their teaa*s gaaes aay receive an award shirt.
